time he did attribute his woꝛkes. In the 

firſt boke (which is bꝛiefe,) he maketh his pꝛeambles. In 
the ſecond, he treateth ol the woꝛlde, and of other matters. 

He deſcribeth that the woꝛlde is alone end round, natu⸗ 

rally vmnmoueable, although that there are certaine places 
mov eable, and that may moue, by the concauites of the 
earth, being full of winde. 
There are foure Elementes, the Earth, the Mater, 
and the Fyꝛe aboue the Ayꝛe, nere to the firſt firmament. 
Wihichis fire natural, and therefoze there nerdeth no wed 
to continue the ſame. 

Under the Earth are the Planetes, which are called 
Strapers, and pet they moue leſſe then the others, but it is 
of the mutation of their influences , e of the Firmament: 
among the which is the Sunne recto2 and the guider of the 
other Planets, pꝛincipall gouernour of nature. 

The other Starres are not attributed (as ſome doe 
thinke,as the greateſt and cleareſt to the rich: and the leaſt 
to the poꝛe, and the obſcure and darke ſtarres, to thoſe that

There are many ſignes of mouings, and mutations of 
times, without great appearance, as in the Sea, when that 
without winde, the waues doe riſe and rage. And in the 
Skte, when that there is a long ſtripe oz line: and when 
that the well waters are troubled. 
Two mountaines haue bene ſene naturally hit and 
touch one another, as if they had foughten, the waters 
meeting together to ſtrine and marueilouſly to encreaſe, 
and beaſtes to dye. 
In Aſia twelue Cities were ſubuerted by the Earth- 
quakes, without perteiuing thereof at Rome.

An the Jleof Paphos there is a plate where there did 
nelier fall rayne, And inthe ſame Jle Nea in the Citie of 
Troados,the do neuer putrifie noꝛ rot. 

Here to Harpaſaa towne in Aſia there is a great Moũ⸗ 
taine, that one map ſhake with their finger, but if you put 
pour whole ſtrength to it, it remaineth vnmoueable. 
There are two Mountaines neare to the flod of Nyle, 
the nature of them are diuers, fo2 the one retaineth yꝛon, 
the other caſteth it att, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that if any of their ſhoes 
be clouted with nailes, that goe vpon the ſaid hill, they can 
neither go no2 ſtande, but are caſt off; and on the other hil, 
their ſhoes will ſticke faſt. 1 

In the Citie of Charagena, there is a tertaiue grounde 
that healeth all kinde of ſoꝛes and diſeaſes , the Sea doeth 
purge in the full Mone: and the fluctuations of the Seas, 
commeth by the Sunne and Moone, the which cauſeth it.

In a fielde called Carrimenſis, in Spaine, there is a Ri- 
uer that will make the fiſhes that are — ſeeme of the 
colour of golde , and if they are put into any other water, 
they will ſeeme as other fiſhes. 

Among the meruailes of fire , the Pountaine called 
Ethna, in Silicia, burneth continually , the flames whereof 
are ſeene aboue the hill toppe. An other hill that is called 
Chimera, burneth in like maner, the fire of which hill is 
ſoner quenched with earth oz with hay, then with water. 

In the third, fourth, fifth, and ſixth bokes, Plinic deſcri⸗ 


beth the earth, the waters and the Jlandes, and deuideth 


the woꝛlde into Aſia, Affrica, and Europa. Aſia tonteineth 
the halfe of the woꝛld, in the which is Armema, Capadocia, 
Albania, Suauia, where as there is no mettall but gold. Sci- 
thies where as is the ſweete Sea, and there are trees that 
bꝛing foꝛth ſilke, ready to ſpinne. 

India, where there are people verp riche, they labour 
with Elephantes, and go to warre with them. Their king 
hath oꝛdinarily ſire hundꝛeth thouſand fotemen, thirtie 
thouſand hoꝛ ſemen, t nine thouſand Camels to his gages, 
and to his daily coſt, and when they be ſo olde that they can 
ſcarſe ſ&,no2 can line no longer, they taſt them ſelues into

This nation taketh great delite in the chaſe of Tigres 
and Clephantes, and doeth abounde in coꝛne and fruites, 
they doe delight to fiſhe fo2 ſhell fiſhes , which are there 
very great, in ſo much that one may hide themſelues in 


their ſhellcs, 


Alexandria the great was founded by the great king 
Alexander and nears vnto that is the redde Sea, by the re⸗ 
percuſſion of the Sunne, that doeth ſo colour it, oꝛ cls fo2 
that the mod and the grauell is ſuch, 02 fo2 that it is the 
nature of the water. 

Alſo Siria and Arabia, whoſe people are taned and heary 


all ſaue the head, and they are apparelled with the ſkinnes 


of fith.

haue their: mouth and their eyes in their bꝛeaſts. And 0- 
thers there are that go moꝛe by training of their handes 
then with their fete. There are gathered the ſpices , and 
there is nothing that they are afrayde of, but of great dogs 
that will barke at them, and bite them. 
Africke beginneth beyonde the Realme of Spayne and 
Grenado and is deuided in the Sea of Europa, as betwene 
Douer and Calis, there beginneth the Kingdoms of Feoꝛ, ol 
Tunis of Barbaria, of Carthage, x of others of the Ethiopians. 

Europia beginneth from the Sea Meditarene ſo called, 
becauſe t is a flod in the middeſt of the woꝛld. Upon this 
Sea that deuideth Aſia and Europa, the Bing Xerſes cauſed 
to be made a bꝛidge of ſhippes, ſuch a number hee had fo:

We reade of Dogges that haue caſt them ſelues 
into the fire, when in times paſt their maiſters body haue 
dene burned. 

We reade alſo of a Dog of Nicomedes the king of By- 
thinia, to haue almoſt tozne the Nucene in pieces, ſoꝛ that 
the played familiarly with the king, the Dog thinking it 
had bene foꝛ harme. 

A Senatour of Rome, was defended by his Dogge on a 
night, retourning to his houſe , from the handes of thoſe, 
that would haue put him to death. 

At Rome a pꝛiſoners Dogge would neuer depart front 
the pꝛiſon doꝛe, and when his maiſter was dead, he would 
cate nothing, and when bꝛead was giuen him he bꝛought 
it to his maiſters mouth. The ſame Dog was (ene open ⸗ 
ly to holde vp his maiſters body being caſt into the Riuer 


of Tyber. They know their maiſter, and vnderſtand his 
vopte, aboue all other beaſtes they doe beſt knowe a mans 
voyce,and their names, they doe remember the wayes and 
tourneyes be they neuer ſo farre off, and there is none of ſo

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tang a memopie (except man, ) Jn their chaſe they baue 
great diligence,ſpectally houndes. 

Jn India they tie pzoude Bitches to frees, and the Ty- 
gres do couer them vy the which meanes , commeth fierce. | 
and cruell Dogges. 

The king of Albania did giue to Alexander the great , a 
Dogge of marueilous highnelle, which would take Lyons 
and Elephants. The Females haue whelpes that times
